HaYMArKet.—Charles. Kean hasbeen the only feature—he 
has played Sir Giles Overreach, which we do not by any means 
admire, it is unnatural, too melodramatic, and uneven, there is al! 
the rant that is requisite, but none of nature. Edmund Kean 
made this play, he brought it into a notice it had never previous- 
ly enjoyed, by his splendid acting, his natural acting. His, was 
a proud ambition, a man whose sole object was to gain wealth 
which when obtained, he would make the vehicle to his 
daughter’saccession to title, heeding not what sacrifice she made 
to ambition. His dissappoiutment and passion, on the discovery of 
the blight to all his views, and the concluding emotions, were 
Kean’s merits and splendid points. In him you might have 
imagined the very man—you might have allowed the extraordi- 
narysudden death. You were carried from scene to seene with 
encreased interest— you were led to fear the result, to wish 
you could prevent it, but dared not.—With Charles Kean al} 
this is lost, it is a performance—lis passion, his emotions, his 
death unnatural, iis ravings never could have taken place. Was 
the part played by another actor, at the Surrey or Victoria, it 
would be denounced astearing a tatter to rags. 

EnGiisn Opera House—This was opened on Ttesday for
